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CHRISTMAS AND THE 
TREATY 


One beneficent effect of the spirit 
of the Christmas season may be the 
injection of a little peace ami good­ 
will into the United States Senate. 
•with particular regard to its hand­ 
ling of the peace treaty. 
The mood in which previous de­ 
liberations on the treaty have been 
conducted was certainly out of har­ 
mony with the spirit prevalent to­ 
day. Christmas throws a soft illum­ 
ination over controversies, blurring 
their sharp outlines and impelling 
men to mutual understanding 
ana 
sympathy. It m akes the desire for 
peace more impelling than ever, and 
moves statesmen, as well as com­ 
mon folk, to seek peace less with 
their brains and more with 
their 
hearts. 
Logical 
distinction 
and 
technical differences and points of 
partisan vantage seem of less value. 
Good-will demands its proper, para­ 
mount place in public affairs as in 
private affairs. 
Something of this influence has 
been observed at Washington in the 
last week or two. There is an evi­ 
dent tendency on the part of the 
quarrelling senators to get togciher 
on the peace treaty, and adopt a 
sensible compromise. There Is more 
of a disposition to see that it may 
be possible to set up proper safe­ 
guards for America a n d yet preserve 
the effectiveness of the League of 
Nations, and that a proper regard 
for American rights is not inconsist­ 
ent with fair and friendly treatment 
of the powers by whose 
side we 
fought the war.

The principal object of i all the 
work done in a young olive orchard 
is to bring the trees to a sufficent 
size and a suitable shape for bear­ 
ing, in as short a time as possible. 
This object may be helped or hin­ 
dered by pruning. 
The 
usual 
methods of pruning 
based on the practice with peach 
and other deciduous trees is success­ 
ful In producing the desired shape, 
but much, delaps the attainment of 
the size necessary for bearing. 
A method which will attain the de­ 
sired object much more quickly has 
been well tested for a number of 
years. 
The fundamental idea of the 
method is to cut off as little of the 
trees and its foliage as possible and 
still obtain the desired shape.

More official tuberculin testing of 
cattle was conducted during October, 
1919, than in any previous month of 
any year, according to a summary 
just issued by the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, U. 8. Department of Agri- 
culture. 
During the month 57,270 
cattle were tested by state and fed­ 
eral veterinarians engaged 
in 
co­ 
operative 
tuberculosis-eradtcation 
work. Herds or lots tested numbered 
3,251 and the total number 
of 
re­ 
actors found was 2,821, an average 
of slightly less than one reactor for 
each. 
From the standpoint of the num­ 
ber of animals 
tested 
the 
drive 
against tuberculosis was most vigor­ 
ous in Minnesota, where 8,289 cattle 
underwent the test. 
Vermont was 
second with 4,035 and Washington 
third with 3,855 cattle tested. 
The figures, live-stock specialists 
of the department point out, indicate 
the nation-wide extent of the cam­ 
paign to stamp out the disease. 
At 
the end of October the total number 
of herds officially accredited as free 
from tuberculosis after a number of 
tests was 1,824. more than double 
the number at the beginning of the 
year.
